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REMARKS 

Favorable consideration and allowance are requested for claims 49-56 in view 
of the following remarks. 
Status of the Application 

Claims 49-56 are pending in this application. Claims 49-56 were allowed. 
Claims 30-41, 45-56, and 237-239 were objected to because of informalities. Claims 
30-33, 45-48, 57-59, and 237 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 30, 32-34, 36-38, 40, 41, and 237-239 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over the Grefenstette 
article ("The World Wide Web as a Resource for Example-Based Machine 
Translation Tasks", proceedings of Translating and the Computer 21 Conference, 
London, UK, Nov. 1999) in view of the Koehn et al. article ("Estimating Word 
Translation Probabilities from Unrelated Monolingual Corpora Using the EM 
Algorithm", Proceedings of the Seventeenth National Conference on Artificial 
Intelligence and Twelfth Conference on Innovative Applications of Artificial 
Intelligence, pages 711-715, August 2000). Claims 31, 35, and 39 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over the Grefenstette article in view 
of the Koehn et al. article and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,311,420 to 
Tominaga. Claims 1-29 and 60-236 have been previously withdrawn. Claims 42-44 
have been previously cancelled. Claims 30-41, 45-48, 57-59 and 237-239 have been 
cancelled by way of the present amendment. Claims 49 and 53 have been amended. 
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Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §§ 101 and 103(a) 

Applicant respectfully submits that the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §§ 101 and 
103(a) are moot in light of the cancellation of claims 30-41, 45-48, and 237-239. 
Claim Objections 

Application gratefully acknowledges the allowance of claims 49-56. In 
response to the objections to the same, the language suggested by the Examiner 
(i.e., "in said corpus") has been added to independent claims 49 and 53. In addition, 
a minor informality was corrected in each of these claims.
